THE “TRAGEDY” OF ELLIS ISLAND. 

Despite the use of such an unfortu- 
mate phrase as the ‘‘ tragedy’’ of 
Ellis Island, and despite the some- 
what doubtful propriety of a foreign 
Ambassador suggesting remedies for 
a matter of purely internal Ameritan 
administration,’ the report of Sir. 
AUCKLAND Geppzs about Ellis Island 
gives. a fair description of conditions 
as he found them last December. He 
admits-that most of the troubles come 
from: the immigrants: themselves, but 
rightly ‘points out-that the planning 
of the .station leaves-much to be de- 
sired, and that the Ventilation and 
sleeping cages could be improved. He 
was struck, as are many visitors, by 
the dirt and smell; and while he rec- 
ognized that the authorities are con- 
stantly battling against both in the 
face of the overwhelming odds im- 
posed by. the immigrants’ themselves, 
whose notions -of order and cleanli- 
ness are not high, he expresses the 
opinion that greater use of hot water 
and strong cleansers would. be a help. 
Persons familiar with the ‘‘ policing ’’ 
of. military barracks would doubtiess 
agree with the Ambassador on this} 
point./ 

Nowhere does he make it. plain that 
the purpose of the authorities is to 
keep the immigrants on the island as 
short a time as possible, and that those 
onlyare detained* overnight whose 
cases are under. special examination. 
Inasmuch as these form only a small 
percentage, most of those who go 
through the island never éyen come 
in contact with many of the ap- 
pointments which have been most 
sharply criticised. So also, by his 
criticism of the process of stripping 
and examining special individuals sus- 
pected of physical defects, the Am- 
bassador implies that the medical ex- 
aminatiens. as a whole are badly con- 
ducted. Such an implication, besides 
being unjust, does little when pub- 
lished in a White Book of the British 
Government to allay the nervousness 
often bordering on panic which the 
Ambassador noted among many of the 
immigrants. Coming on top of the

passed, and that, far from being ‘“‘a proof 
of the prophets’ use of mind and choice of 
‘word,’’ as Mr. Gladwell puts it, these food 
prohibitions had existed and\had long been 
‘practiced before there were any priests or 
prophets, let along Kings, in Israel, and that 
the verses are merely a codification of those 
beliefs and practices at’ a date. far later 
than their origin.

The law 
is only effective as an indirect protec- 
tion to criminals. Formerly a bandit 
feared that some of a crowd might be 
armed; now he-does not. True, the law 
does provide for granting permits, but 
they. involve. red tape, delay and 86 
much expense yearly, as well as at the 
first, that few men of women te 
protect their money or their honor. © 

Our proper liberties are being curtailed 
or. destroyed by extremist or fanatical 
legislation! Some use arms wickedly, 
and to prevent that none are allowed real 
freedom to carry them for protection 
against death or dishonor,.and the con 
stitutional prohibition: against.such re- 
striction is. disregarded.' Recently a man 
rushed next door and shot a criminal 
attempting murder. Though the Judge 
praised. his bravery, he was fined for 
not having a permit to carry the means 
by which he saved his neighbor's life!

No Honor Among Bootleggers. 


Honor may exist among thieves, but

One bootlegger :trusts another, but al- 
ways with the understanding that con- 
ditions may change in a moment. A 
Man who has kept silence for a year

Detective Methods.

-An agent may stop ‘a .wagon 
loaded with beer Ohly to find that the 
supposed contraband is an entirely inno- 
cent cereal beverage... He may inspect 
the output of a brewery every day for a 
week, a month’ or a year, and find: it 
contains less than one-half of 1 per cent. 
of alcohol, as permitted by the law. 

If, however, ‘the ‘agent overlooks a 
day, some breweries may turn out that 
day alcoholic beer and distribute it 
widely. Seizures have been made of 
high-powered beer in bottles bearing 
the label of a reputable manufacturer 
of cereal beverage who is above sus- 
picion as a violator of the law. In suth 
cases bottles containing the’ legal 
product of the ‘reputable manufacturer 
have been emptied and’ refilled with 
contraband. .
